If 
Premier Henry wegp spats it will be obvious that the 
fanning population of the great province of Ontario 
does not share the Chilliwitk Valley prejudice against 
this foot-gear. Whether Premier Henry will carry 
a cane or not is also an open question at this moment, 
although^ since he has been visiting Vancouver he 
probably will have an umbrella and will wear rubbers. 

But whether spatless or not. Ontario's Premier 
has every reason to be proud of the province of which 
he is the administrative head. It is one of the richest 
organized areas at' the world in the quantity and 
variety of its developed resources. It leads the prov¬ 
inces of Canada in national wealth, in the output of 
ki farms and mines, and in manufacturing, while it 
it first ip populatioa with more than 3.400,000. and 
second only to Quebec m area with its 407,000 
square miles. It hat played a dominant part in the 
history of the Dominion, end its leadership hat pro¬ 
foundly influenced the country’s development in many 
directions, particularly in relation to its constitutional 
progress. Mr. Henry has a big task on his hands, 
but Ontario it well worth everything he can give to it.

O NCE AGAIN THE VICTORIA KIWANIS 

Club has undertaken the sale of Christmas 
seals to raise funds to help in the fight against 
tuberculosis. Sheets containing a dollar’s worth al¬ 
ready have been mailed to thousands of Victorians, 
and the club's committee in charge of this branch of 
its activities hopes the return will be a liberal one. A 
stamped and addressed envelope accompanies each 
sheet so that purchasers are put to the minimum of 
trouble. As many more of the seals as may be re¬ 
quired will be gladly forwarded on application. Every 
dollar taken in will be put to practical humanitarian 
Use. 

For the benefit of those who are not familiar 
with this annual Christmas seal sale it should be un¬ 
derstood that the Kiwanis Club's local tuberculosis 
work is financed by this means. For two years, under 
the supervision of the Victorian Order of Nurses, a 
nurse has been employed in Victoria and district 
solely on TB. work. Her duties consist of ex¬ 
amining thoee who are suffering from the malady, 
those who are suspected, and tjiose—chiefly children 
'—who ham been in contact .with the disease. It 
should be noted, too. that thia nurse works m col¬ 
laboration with the provincial specialist who attends 
for X-Ray and other examinations for six days every 
two months. Some idea of the scope of the nurse’s 
work may be gathered from the fad that from Jan¬ 
uary to September of this year she paid 307 visits to 
nursing patients. 440 to instruct cootad cases, and 
326 to instruct those under weight and in poor health. 
Milk it also bought and delivered daily for those in 
need of it. In addition lo the preventative work, do- 
nations amounting to six thousand dollars have been 
distributed among the Royal Jubilee Hospital. St. 
Joseph's Hospital, and the Queen Alexandra So¬ 
larium. to improve and increase their accommodation 
for TB. patients. 

An important point to remember about tuber¬ 
culosis is that the danger is teal because it is con¬ 
tagious- It is no respecter of persons. It may strike 
anywhere and the fight against it must be waged re^ 
loitlessly and continuously. Every dollar's worth of 
Christmas seals told helps the catye; every pur¬ 
chaser helps to protect himself or herself. Let the 
response be a generous one.

MUCH DEPEND* ON ME. BENNETT 

O NE SMALL ITEM‘OF NEWS FROM 

London Wednesday contained aa intimation of 
the slow speed at which the National Government 
will travel toward any very radical change in Britain's 
fiscal policy. Two hundred Conservative members 
of the House of Commons waited upon Mr. Russci- 
man, president of the Board of Trada, and asked 
that a tariff be imposed on iron and steel imports; 
but his reply was that "the position is too complicated 
to permit of a hurried decisioa." The minister m- 
listed that it was dangerous to act hastily without 
due regard to the effect duties might have on other 
industries. At the same time, he assured the delega¬ 
tion that the "whole position" it reccrirmg the full 
consideration of the government, emphasizing, how¬ 
ever, that he was not prepared to agree to aa imposi¬ 
tion of dudes On raw materials for any of the country's 
basic industries. 

"What Canada is chiefly interested in, of course, 
u a wider market in Great Britain for our wheat and 
other food products, products that are in keen com¬ 
petition with similar products from foreign countries 
with which Great Britain hat had long and profitable 
dealings, and in which she has very much more money 
invested than the has in Canada. The problem of 
accommodating Canada in the matter of giving her a 
preference on these commodities without endangering 
Great Britain’s sales of manufactured articles in those 
foreign countries is one which may not be insuperable, 
but it is none th« lets one that will have to be handled 
with great care. Mr. Bennett holds one of the keys 
to at least a partial solution and. judging from his 
speech in London the other day. there is tome prospect 
that he intends to use it There were two sentences 
in that speech which stand out from the rest. Here 
they are: "Dealing with past memories is of little 
avail. . . . By united effort we may be able to 
accomplish much." In these two sentences The 
Ottawa Citizen sees a different Mr. Bennett speaking 
from the Mr. Bennett who went to the Imperial Con¬ 
ference last year.

I pilot boats which operate out of the Solent ere 
to be changed from sail-driven cutters to steam tugs 
marks the passing of one of the lest strongholds of 
the mnrlinspike seamanship of the old days. 

There have been pilot boats in the Solent ever 
since Brittain first sent merchant ships to distant seas; 
and through the centuries the men who manned these 
swift cutters have been seamen of the first order, able 
to keep their, little vessels at sea in any kind of weather. 

Of course, the new steam lugs will breed sea¬ 
men, just as the old cullers did. Yet the change 
marks the loss by the old-time sailing ship of another 
province—almort its last. The steamship is almost 
universal now. One more link connecting the present 
day with the age of clipper ships is being snapped. 

This, to be sure, is inevitable; and it may be 
that we spend more time then is good for us in 
lamenting the change from the picturesque and ro¬ 
mantic old ways to the efficient new ones. 

After all, these changes are taking place, and 
there is not anything we can do about it except make 
the best of h. We can not swim upstream, no mat¬ 
ter how much we might like to. Our grandfathers 
may have lived in a world that was more colorful 
than our owr, but wc can not get back to it. 

In fact, we are very likely cheating ourselves 
when we mourn the departure of the sailing vessel, 
the stage -coach. Keeping our eyes on them, we fail 
to see the colorful things that our own age provides. 

Whet, for instance, is more purely romantic than 
an airmail plane, splitting the sky at midnight, its 
motor droning high above sleeping villages? Can 
not a railway train, symbol of controlled power, be 
a thing of beauty? Is not the man who sets out on 
a two-weeks' euio tour doing something for which 
the men of the old days would devoutly envy him?

Two or three years ago the journal of Harry 
Kelsey, the young employee of the Hudson's Bay 
Company who was tha very first white man to see 
either a grizxly bear, a musk-ox or a Black!oot 
Indian, was printed, and now Dr. H. A. Innls 
has produced a much more interesting narrative, 
"Peter Fond: Fur Trader and Adventurer” (Irwin 
it oordon. Toronto). In which he tells the story of 
a pathfinder who. arriving long after Kelsey's day, 
was still on# of the first independent British fur 
traders to push Into the prairie country and ex¬ 
plore vast territories to the north of the North 
Saskatchewan. 

HE JOINS THE KINO'S COLORS 

Born In Milford. Connecticut, on January IS, 
1740. Peter Pond was a msmbar of a large family. 
His father was a shoemaker and taught Peter hie 
own trade. When he was fifteen years of age, 
some of the British soldiers who escaped the 
tomahawk In the massacre of Brad clock's Ill- 
fated expedition on the banks of the Monongahsls 
were stationed In Milford. So enthralling were 
the stories that he heard and so charmed was he 
by the martial music of the drums that Peter took 
the king's shilling and enlisted in the seventh 
company of the Connecticut regiment under Cap¬ 
tain David Baldwin. His parent* were eo angry 
that they slammed the door In his face. But he 
donned a red coat with great satisfaction In tha 
spring of 1756 and spent a summer teaming army 
•uppUea from Fort Edward to the head of Lake 
Oeorge. No advance was made on Tlconderoga 
that year, ao Peter returned home and told his 
parents that he was cured of soldiering, owing to 
the bad cooking and sickness which he had ex¬ 
perienced in the series. He had enlisted only for 
one year, and during 1757 he remained quietly at 
home. The next year, however, his love of ad¬ 
venture swept him into the service of King George 
once more and he took part In the second cam¬ 
paign on the Lake Oeorge- Lake Champlain front. 
In hla Journal he gives a vivid account of the 
miserable generalship of Oeneral Abercromby. who 
was no match for Montcalm. Tha next year found 
him with a Suffolk regiment on the Niagara 
frontier. In 1760 he was s soldier in the army 
of Amherst when Montreal was captured and tha 
conquest of Canada toy the British arms was 
complete. 

HE FIGHTS A DUEL IN THE WILDERNESS 

For the next tLree years Peter Pond remained 
at horns. He married and tried to settle down, 
but in 1766 he could not resist ths temptation to 
be up and away once more, this time to engage 
In trade In the Detroit country. Possessed of a 
magnificent physique, he had made good as a 
soldier and the wilderness had no terrors for his 
Ilon-llke heart. Llttls Is said in his journal about 
the six winters he spent In the Detroit country 
He passes hurriedly over s tragic quarrel in which 
he killed a rival trader. He aays that he was 
abused by this Wader In a shameful manner and 
challenged him to a duel. They met early one 
morning and fought with pistols. "Ths poor 
fallow." he writes. With terrible brevity, "was un¬ 
fortunate. I then came down the country and 
'declared the fact, but there waa none to prose¬ 
cute me." There were many occurrences of that 
sort in the wi ld er n es s , and as Pond's reputation 
for honesty and Integrity had become established 
among his fellow traders the fact that he had 
killed a man probably made him all the more

Forming a 
partnership with Oraham, a New York capitalist, 
hs decided to enter the Mississippi trade. Graham 
transported ■ cargo to Mlchittmaktnac. Pond's 
Job was to rearrange the goods, to purchase 
canoes, provisions and supplies: to hire men and 
load up the bales ln the canoes. The stock-in- 
trade was divided into twelve parts, and with 
twelve large canoes, nine clerks and the neoessary 
voyageurs, he crossed Lake Michigan to Oreen 
Bay and entered the Indian country. 

Prom this point on Fond a journal, from which 
Mr. Innls makes liberal quotations. Is of ab¬ 
sorbing interest. He describee various customs 
of the tribes he visited on the way to the Missis¬ 
sippi. The first night he e n ca m ped on the banks 
of that river he eays they put out hooks and 
lines, and ln the morning they hauled In the 
catch. Here foUowe an amaalng fish story (Mr 
Innls givee the original spelling, which is rather 
trying to follow, ao I modernize it). “They came 
heavy. At length we hauled one ashore that 
weighed one hundred and four pounds—a second 
that waa one hundred weight—e third of seventy- 
five pounds. The fish was what was called cat 
fish. It had a large flat head sixteen inches be¬ 
tween the eyes. The men were glad to see this 
for they had not eaten meat for some days nor 
fish for a long time. We asked our men how 
many men the largest would give a meal. Some 
of the largest eaters eald twelve men would eat 
It at a meal. We agreed to give the fish if they 
would find twelvemen.that would Undertake it. 
They began to drees It. They skinned it—cut It 
up ln three large coppers such as we have for the 
use of our men. After It was well boiled they

The first thing to teach a flea is not to jump around, the pr 
femor explains.

The Laplanders-have been brought over by the Canadian I 
eminent under three years’ contract to instruct the Eskimo 
the care of reindeer. For many years the Eskimo in that *eetio| 
of the north have been regarded as a dying raee, living preear 
oualy by trapping and'fishing. A number of conferences hav 
been held at Ottawa between Government officials and exper 
on the Eskimo and as a result this reindeer experiment U bein| 
made. Two yeara ago the Minuter of the Interior was author 
to purchase 3,000 head of reindeer for esUblishment of exper 
mental herds in Northern Canada. Under the direction of th| 
Ijaplanders, a number of Eskimos will take a course in the ears i 
the reindeer, the government fnrnuhing food for these reind 
students for a term of three years, then follows a period of foi 
years’ contract with the government, after which the Eskin 
are expected to become self-supporting by means of their reind 
herds. The LapUndsrs in this party are excellent 
speaking Norwegun, Finnish and Lapp and they propose to le 
the Eskimo tongue in order to properly instruct their pupils. 

Attired in their picturesque native costume, the visito 
attracted much attention on their arrival in Halifax, N.S. Thl 
men in the party are excellent herdsmen, owning many head o| 
reindeer in their native country. Hie Eskimos are not a ver 
intellectual raee and progress very little. Perhaps the Lap 
ders will be able to do them a good turn.

But before we leave our wasps' house 1st m* 
say a word for them insects, ths very sight of 
whose houses is generally a signal for prompt 
destruction. Wasps, as I have said, are fond of 
meet and are really carnivorous from Infancy on. 
Their love for sugar and consequently for such 
sugary substances as fruits Is only a trifle in their 
lives. Their main business la to capture and de¬ 
vour as many other insect saa they can. Not only 
do they prey on insects, but such creatures as the 
small white slugs that are often so troublesome in 
gardens are said to be carried off to their nests to 
feed their young. It le true thst they sting and 
are apt to be a nuisance when they choose a place 
close to the houM or in a fruit tree to build their 
own residence. Yellow jackets are rather partial 
to the openings in the neighborhood of a door and 
are then apt to look upon tbe residents and their 
visitor* ae the real Interlopers and take to them- 
■elves ths rights and privileges of lords of the 
manor. Destruction la than necessary ln tha 
Interests of peace, but since they build Inside ! 
Instead of outside, lake tha waspa of the woods, 
the business Is often a very troublesome One and 
more stings may be received In carrying It out 
than in simply leaving them alone. 

With the memory of the wasps' nest, cold and 
desolate, fresh ln mind and sspeclally Its remark¬ 
able blending with lta surroundings. I came out 
again on the road.

T OE NIGHTS of hoar-frost that we so often get 
at this season of the year and which make 
everything in the morning look like the landscape 
of an old-fashioned Christmas card. are.

It has ln recent 
years been learned that within the confines of tbe 
nest they have also a way of Indulging their taste 
for sweete.

It forms what Is familiarly called a “bracket 
fungus” because of its shape, one of the kind 
often brought home from the woods and not in- 
frcquc^Uydeco rated with a landscape and allotted 
a place amdpg the family curiosities or souvenirs 
The part adhering to the wood of the car is an 
inch and a quarter long while the projecting 
bracket la three-quarter* of an Inch in length and 
about a quarter of an Inch wide.

FLOWERS THAT BRAVE THE FROST 


Some flow— like the chrysanthemums, pansies 
and violets continue to bloom in spite of the 
recent frost*, but It la rather a rare thing to find 
a wild flower. On one of our coldest days I saw 
a dandelion in full glory of blossom, as fine as any 


June one. but even that waa out of the ordinary. 
Rut the other day at WHUam Head I came on a 
little plant whose bravery waa particularly attrac¬ 
tive. It waa growing op the north side of a great 
mass of basalt such as tbe Head le chiefly com¬ 
posed of. and there In a little hollow in the dark 
rock ita white flowfts looked very charming. 

It waa the mouse-ear chlckweed whose large 
white flowers make it aclaae competitor with the 
garden varieties, thoutfLiu grey-green leaves — 
not> —attractive as tlHgUvery ones of tha culti¬ 
vated species. Yet Uir leaves of our. mouse-ear 
chlckweed are both interesting and beautiful when 
viewed under the microscope. They are then seen 
to be densely matted with crystalline hairs, a 
large proportion of which are glandular, bearing 
on their summits little crystal globes. These 
glandular hairs are particularly thick along the 
stem and are found even to tbe extreme tip of 


hich are further adorned with pur¬ 
plish borders. Thus what to common observation 
seems a very ordinary thing becomes to the more 
powerful eyes furnished us by science a perfect 
fairyland. 

The purpose of the simple hairs la believed to 
be the restriction of transpiration or the giving off 
of water vapor from the green parts of the plant. 
The necessity for this Is evident in situations 
where tbe plant Is exposed to anything approach¬ 
ing extreme drought, and In our Californian type 
of summer, practically rainless, drought is almost 
Invariably to be met and combatted. The glan¬ 
dular hairs cause, when the glands are ruptured 
or sometimes by simple excretion, the stickibees 
found in many members of the family to which 
the chlckweed* belong, notably In some of the 
campions. Such a resin Is what In certain 
primulas causes unpleasant irritation and In¬
